Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns are given 
in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the: undermentioned areas for last 
week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 22-1 and 17°1; City of Dublin, 22-0 and 17°6; Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, 8:7 and 17:4; Cork, 27°2 and 17°5; Limerick, 38°3 and 22:2; and Water- 
ford, 15°7 and 12°3. , 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded for the twelve principal towns 
last week were represented by an annual rate of 1*3 per 1,000. Among the 29 deaths from 
all causes for Limerick was one from whooping-cough ; one of the 2 deaths for Sligo was from 
scarlet fever ; and the 9 deaths for Tralee included one from measles. 

F City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 261—142 boys 
and 119 girls. Exclusive of those numbering 36, occurring im institutions, of infants. whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 225, representing a rate of 
27°0 per. 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 193—-85 males and 108 females. Of the total, 18 
related to persons belonging to other localities, and the deaths of 8 persons belonging to the 
City were registered in adjoining districts, so that the actual number of deaths for the City 
was 183, representing a rate of 22°0 per 1,000. 

There were 13 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from measles, 
4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria and 6 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles were 0, 0 and 2, 
from diphtheria 2, 2 and 4, and from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
5, 5 and 0.° There were no deaths from whooping-cough in the three previous weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (15 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and one from tuberculous meningitis), as against 14, 11 and 15 from all forms of tuberculosis 
in the three preceding weeks. 

Twelve deaths were caused by cancer, and 27 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 15 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 9 from broncho-pneumonia, 5 from 
lobar pneumonia, and one from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 24 
deaths. 

Five accidental deaths were registered, 4 of which were due to burns and one to injuries 

_ caused by a motor vehicle. 

) Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 4 were due to whooping-cough, 
one to tuberculosis, one to convulsicns, 2 to pneumonia, 5 to diarrhcea and enteritis, 2 to 

congenital debility, and 9 to premature birth. - 

Thirty-five of the deaths recorded for the City durmg the week were those of children 

F under 5 years of age, 26 being infants under one year, 10 of whom were under one month old, 

_ and 64 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 45 were aged 70 years or 

Over.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns are given 
in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last 
week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 18-0 and 17-6; City of Dublin, 19-0 and 18-2; Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, 23:1 and 17:4; Cork, 15-9 and 17-3; Limerick, 26-4 and 24-8; and Water- 
ford, 13:7 and 12:3. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest recorded for the twelve principal towns 
last week were represented by an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000. Among the 24 deaths from 
all causes for Cork were one from whooping-cough and one ‘from diphtheria ; and 2 of the 20 
deaths for Limerick were from whooping-cough. 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 275—128 boys 
and 147 girls. Exclusive of those numbering 39, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other lncalities, the number was 236, representing a rate of 
28-4 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 175—95 males and 80 females. Of the total, 21 
related to persons belonging to other localities, and the deaths of 4 persons belonging to the 
City were registered in adjoining districts* so that the actual number of deaths for the City 
was 158, representing a rate of 19-0 per 1,000. 

There were 10 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from measles, 
3 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles 
were 0, 2 and one, from scarlet fever one, 0 and 0; from whooping-cough 0, 0 and 4; from 
diphtheria 2,4 and 2, and from diarrhea and ditenitin of children under 2 years 5, 0 and 6. 

Tuberculous disease caused 11 deaths (9 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
and 2 from tuberculous peritonitis) as against 11, 15 and 16 from all forms of tuberculosis 
in the three preceding weeks. 

Eight deaths were caused by cancer, and 30 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 13 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 8 from broncho-pneumonia, 3 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 2 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 19 
deaths. 

Two deaths from violence were registered, one of which was due to burns. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 3 were due to whooping-cough, 3 
to convulsions, 2 to pneumonia, 2 to bronchitis, 2 to diarrhoea and enteritis, 6 to premature 
birth, one to injury at birth, 2 to congenital a niioemaiions and. one to congenital debility. 

Thirty- two of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children

Nine accidental deaths were registered, 4 of which were due to motor vehicles and 2 to 
sealds. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 3 were due to convulsions, 
7 to pneumonia, one to diarrhea and enteritis, 5 to premature birth, 5 to congenital debility, 
and one to congenital malformation. 

Forty of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children under 
5 years of age, 26 being infants under one year, 11 of whom were under one month old, and 
67 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 51 were aged 70 years or over. 

Of the 177 deaths recorded, 94 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions.

Particulars of the Births and Deaths* recorded for the Twelve Principal Towns are given 
in Table I. The deaths from all causes appertaining to the undermentioned areas for last 
week and for the past four weeks, respectively, were represented by the following annual 
rates per 1,000 of the population :— 

Twelve Principal Towns, 17:7 and 18:6; City of Dublin, 18:4 and 18-9; Borough of 
Dun Laoghaire, 13:0 and 17-0; Cork, 18-6 and 20°8; Limerick, 13-2 and 21:8; and Water- 
ford, 1347 and 13°2. 

The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases + recorded for the twelve principal towns 
last week were represented by an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000. Among the 28 deaths from 
all causes for Cork were 2 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years; and the 
10 deaths for Limerick include one from whooping-cough. 

City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 264—135 boys 
and 129 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 38, occurring in ‘institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 226, representing a rate of 
27*2 per 1,000: 

The number of deaths registered was 176—90 males and 86 females. Of the total, 27 
rélated to persons bélonging to other localities, and the deaths of 4 persons belonging to the 
City were registered in adjoining districts,* so that the actual number of deaths for the City 
was 153, representing a rate of 18.4 per 1,000. 

There were 15 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising 3 from measles, 
one from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 6 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from measles 
were 3, 2 and 0; from diphtheria 3, 0 and 5; and from diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years one, 4 and one. There were no deaths from scarlet fever or whooping-cough 
registered in the three previous weeks. 

Tuberculous disease caused 19 deaths (14 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
3 from tuberculous meningitis, and 2 from other forms of tuberculosis) as against 16, 11 and 21 
from all forms of tuberculosis in the three preceding weeks. 

Seven deaths were caused by cancer, and 24 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 18 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 13 from broncho-pneumonia, 4 from 

lobar pneumonia, and one from pneumonia (not otherwise defined), Bronchitis caused 16 
deaths, 

Five accidental deaths were registered, 3 of which were due to burns, and one to injuries 
caused by a motor vehicle. 

. Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 2 were due to whooping-cough, one 
to tuberculosis, one to bronchitis, 8 to pneumonia, 4 to diarrhea and enteritis, 6 to premature 
‘birth, and 4 to congenital debility. 

Thirty-eight of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 32 being infants under one year, 11 of whom were under one month old, 
and 52 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 33 were aged 70 years 
or over. 

Of the 153 deaths recorded, 79 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions.

Exclusive of those, numbering 36, occurring in institutions, of infants whose » 
mothers were admitted from other localities. the number was 209. representing a rate of 
23.3 per 1,000. 

The number of deaths registered was 158—-87 males and 7] females. Of the total, 26 
related to persons belonging to other localities, and the death of one person. belonging to the 
City was registered in an adjoining district, so that the actual number of deaths for the City 
was 133, representing a rate of 14.8 per 1,000. 

There were 19 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, all of which were from 
diarrheea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths 
from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years were 12, 11 and 12.

The number of deaths registered was 147—1717 males and 70 females. Of the total, 19 
related to persons belonging to other localities, and the deaths of 8 persons belonging to 
the City were registered in adjoining districts, so that the actual number of deaths for the 
City was 136, representing a rate of 15:2 per 1,000. : 

There were 25 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising 2 from typhoid 
fever, one from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 3 from diphtheria, and 15 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from typhoid 
fever were 0, one and 0; from measles, one, 0 and 0; from scarlet fever, 0, one and 0 ; from 
diphtheria, 3, 4 and 0; and from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years of age

Tuberculous disease caused 9 deaths (8 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis and 
one from tuberculous meningitis), as against 13, 7 and 10 from all forms of tuberculosis in 
the three preceding weeks.

There were 9 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 2 from 
lobar pneumonia, and 5 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 5 deaths. 

Three violent deaths were registered. : 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, 3 were due to tuberculosis, 2 to 
meningitis, one to convulsions, one to bronchitis, 5 to pneumonia, 15 to diarrhea and 
enteritis, 2 to congenital debility, 6 to premature birth, and one to injury at birth. 

Fifty of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children under 
5 years of age, 42 being infants under one year, 13 of whom were under one month old, 
and 33 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 21 were aged 70 years 
or over. 

Of the 136 deaths recorded, 86 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions. 

CASES OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES.—Table III. shows the numbers notified in 
the City of Dublin, and in the Boroughs ; and Table IV. the number of cases of certain diseases 
treated in Dublin Hospitals. 


Northern Ireland and Great Britain.—The mortality from all causes for Belfast County 


- Borough during the week was represented by an annual rate of 15°4 per 1,000 of the

Among the 47 deaths from 
all causes for Cork were one from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, and one from whooping-cough. 
The 17 deaths for Limerick included one from diphtheria and 2 from diarrhea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age. One of the 10 deaths for Waterford was from diphtheria. 


City of Dublin.—The number of births registered during the week was 217—118 boys 
and 99 girls. Exclusive of those, numbering 24, occurring in institutions, of infants whose 
mothers were admitted from other localities, the number was 193, representing a rate of 
21-5 per 1,000. ; 

The number of deaths registered was 194-97 males and 97 females. Of the total, 19 
related to persons belonging to other localities,* and the deaths of 3 persons belonging to 
the City were registered in an adjoining district, so that the actual number of deaths fo 
the City was 178, representing a rate of 19-8 per 1,000. 

There were 14 deaths from the principal epidemic diseases, comprising one from measles, 
one from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 7 from diarrhea 
and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. In the three preceding weeks deaths from 
measles were 0, one and one; from scarlet fever, one, 0 and one; from whooping-cough, 
5, 3 and 0; from diphtheria, one, 0 and 4; and from diarrhea and enteritis of children under 
2 years of age, 3, 2 and one. 

. Tuberculous disease caused 16 deaths (14 of which were from pulmonary tuberculosis 
and 2 from miliary tuberculosis) as against 7, 12 and 3 from all forms of tuberculosis in the 
three preceding weeks. 

Fourteen deaths were caused by cancer, and 23 by diseases of the heart. 

There were 27 deaths from pneumonia, comprising 20 from broncho-pneumonia, one 
from lobar pneumonia, and 6 from pneumonia (not otherwise defined). Bronchitis caused 
11 deaths. 

Eight accidental deaths were registered, 2 of which were due to burns and 3 to injuries 
caused by vehicles. 

Among the deaths of infants under one year of age, one was due to scarlet fever, 3 to 
whooping-cough, one to meningitis, 2 to convulsions, 4 to bronchitis, 14 to pneumonia, 7 to 
diarrhea, one to congenital debility, and 4 to premature birth. 

Fifty-four of the deaths recorded for the City during the week were those of children 
under 5 years of age, 39 being infants under one year, 5 of whom were under one month 
old, and 51 were those of persons aged 65 years and upwards, of whom 41 were aged 70 
years or over. 

Of the 178 deaths recorded, $0 occurred in hospitals or other public institutions. 


CASHES OF INFECTIOUS DISHASES.—Table III. shows the numbers notified in 


the City of Dublin, and in the Boroughs; and Table IV. the number of cases of certain 
diseases treated in Dublin Hospitals. 


Northern Ireland and Great Britain—The mortality from all causes for Belfast County 
Borough during the week was represented by an annual rate of 18-8 per 1,000 of the 
population, and for Londonderry 12:7. 

_ In the-121 County Boroughs and Great Towns of England and Wales (including London, 
in which the rate was 22-1) the mortality was 17-0 per 1,000 of the estimated resident 
population.
